ICASA Confirms Catt Sign Prefix Areas 


ICASA has cleared up the confusion of call sign areas that came 
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about when the provinces changed after 1994. The following are the prefix areas: 
ZR1/ZS I, Al Western Cape Province 
ZR2/ZS2/ZU2 Eastern Cape Province 
ZR3/ZS3/ZU3 Northern Cape Province 
ZR4/ZS4/ZU4 Free Sate Province 
ZR5/ZS5/ZU5 KwaZulu Natal Province 
ZR6/ZS6/ZU6 Gauteng; North West; Mpumalanga and Limpopo Provinces 
ZRI/ZS7/ZU7 South African Antarctica 
ZRE/ZS8/ZU8 Prince Edward and Marion Island 

In a letter to the SARL ICASA's Senior Manager: Frequency Spectrum, Philemon 
Mole fe, confirmed that the Authority will consider applications from Amateurs residing on the 
borders of these provinces for call sign prefixes of their choice. He also stated that Amateurs 
who were allocated different prefixes may continue to use them. Should they wish to change 
their call signs to align with the new prefixes, the applicable application process must be fol- 
lowed. 


OXCC Oesk Announces New Encicy 


(The “No you have not worked them all yet” department) 


The M DXCC Desk is pleased to announce the addition of St Barthelemy (FJ) to the MCC 
List, making the island entity number 338 with an effective date of 14 December 2007. Cards 
with contacts dated 14 December 2007 or after will be accepted for MCC credit. New card 
submissions for St Barthelemy will not be accepted until 1 January 2008 in order to allow time 
for administrative adjustments. 

On 21 February 2007, the French Ministry issued a decree making St Barthelemy an 
Overseas Collective, where its status is now e qual to that of Guadeloupe, Martinique and other 
French territories currently on the DXCC List. On 8 November 2007, the President of Associa- 
tion Des Radio Amateurs De St Barthelemy, Philippe Delcroix, FI5DX, contacted the DXCC 
Desk, requesting that St Barthelemy be considered anew DXCC entity. 

The ‘event date" that caused St Barthelemy to be added to the MCC list was 14 De- 
cember 2007, the date the US State Department added St Barthelemy to the "List of Depend- 
encies and Areas of Special Sovereignty’ with its Administrative Centre in Gustavia, qualifying 
it under MCC rules in Section II - 1 Political Entities (c): "The Entity contains a permanent 
population, is administered by a local government, and is located at least 800 km from its parent. 
To satisfy the ‘permanent population and ‘administered by a local government’ criteria of this 
sub-section, an Entity must be listed on either (a) the U.S. Department of State's list of Ve- 
pe nde nc ies and Areas of Special Sovereignty’ as having a local Administrative Centre, or (b) 
the United Nations list of 'Non-Self-Governing Territories“ 

French St Martin (FS), while also added to the List of Dependencies and Areas of Spe- 
cial Sovereignty, will re main on the MCC List, but it is now considered a Point I Political Entity 
under the same classification as that of St Barthelemy.

When both 
participants in a contact submit matching QSO records to LoTW, the result is a QSL that can 
be used for ARRL award credit, such as DXCC. ARRL Membership and Volunteer Programs Man- 
ager Dave Patton, NNIN, said, 'These 150 million QSOs represent a doubling of the total since 
July 2005 when MM Contributing Editor H. Ward Silver, NOAX, wrote an article for QST,

Victor Goonetilleke, 4S 7VK Secretary RSS L reports: "I am sorry to inform you as the Secre- 
tary of the Radio Society of Sri Lanka that Ivan, a Ukrainian Ham, is operating without a valid 
licence. He had a Sri Lankan call sign from a previous occasion, and he applied for a renewal, 
which has not been granted yet from the Ministry of Defence. Inthe meantime, he is stealthily 
operating and claiming to operate from IOTA 171 Barbaryn Island, which needs special clear- 
ance from the Harbour Master, which he has not received, while operating from elsewhere in 
Sri Lanka, again without a valid license. No one is permitted to land without this clearance on 
Barbaryn. We have brought this to the notice of the authorities. Last time when he was in Sri 
Lanka, he operated with his Maldivian call sign while in Sri Lanka. We are sad to say that 


any contacts by him should not be counted as valid.“
